Commander Arthur L. Rystick¬ 
en, of the Greenbelt Civilian De¬ 
fense Corps has resigned his po¬ 
sition to accept a commission with 
the United States Navy. Mr. Ry¬ 
sticken was sworn in as a Lt. 
Junior Grade, last week and is ex¬ 
pecting orders to report for active 
service in the very near future. 
The Civilian Defense Corps will 
be under the direction of George 
Panagoulis until the Greenbelt De¬ 
fense Council takes action to ap¬ 
point Mr. Rysticken's successor. 
In losing the services of Mr. Ry¬ 
sticken Greenbelt is not only los¬ 
ing a capable Commander who has 
done much to organize our Defense 
Corps on an efficient basis—but is 
also losing a very competent As¬ 
sistant Town Manager. 

Arthur Rysticken served as As¬ 
sistant City Attorney for the city 
of Milwaukee, Wisconsin for two 
years previous to his coming to 
Greenbelt. He came to Greenbelt 
on June 28, 1941 in the capactiy 
of Junior Administrative Officer 
and later took over the added du¬ 
ties of Town Counselor for Green¬ 
belt. In recognition of the fine 
work he had been performing, his 
position was reclassified to Assist¬ 
ant Community Manager in which 
capacity he was performing his 
dutes when called to be sworn into 
the Navy. 

At a reorganization of the 
Greenbelt Civilian Defense Corps 
in the spring of 1942, the Town 
Council selected Mr. Rysticken to 
serve as Commander of the Corps. 

Mr. Rysticken, in an interview, 
stated that, “I am indeed sorry to 
have to leave Greenbelt and I am 
looking forward to returning after 
the war is won. You can tell 
everyone that I found the staff 
nice to work with and the people 
of the town swell to work for. I 
feel it is my duty to seek, at this 
time, more active partiepation in 
the war program.”

So You re Having a Victory Garden! ^ an You BaJ^e a Cherry Pie? 

. , . , , * AMM Will I 


A time of war. and food short¬ 
ages is obviously the time to em¬ 
phasize vegetable gardening rath¬ 
er than flowers. However, we 
want to say a few words in pro¬ 
test against the idea that all 
flowers should be taboo for the 
duration. 

The present victory gardening 
programs impress us as being on 
the whole quite sensible and is 
avoiding the excesses of those in 
World War I who insisted on 
plowing up parks and front lawns 
everywhere and planting potatoes. 

Man does not live by bread alone 
and in these days of overwrought 
nerves and tired bodies, there is 
need for the finer things of life, 
indeed the very things for which 
we are fighting. Certainly one of 
these fine arts which contribute to 
relaxation and pleasure in life is 
ornamental gardening. 

Many flowers will thrive in soils 
and sites too unfavorable to give 
a satisfactory yield of vegetables. 
Our advice to the busy victory 
gardener is to grow only those 
flowers which have few pests and 
which require little attention. 
Spring bulbs, especially narcis¬ 
sus and crocus, require no care for 
years and are relatively perma¬ 
nent. With four perennials, nar¬ 
cissus, iris, daylilies and chrys¬ 
anthemums one may have a gar¬ 
den of bloom through the entire 
growing season with almost no ef¬ 
fort. 

For those who are less perman¬ 
ently located or where there is a 
need for immediate effects, the an¬ 
nual flowers furnish a wonderful 
display at trifling expense. Among 
the most reliable are marigolds, 
zinnias, nasturtiums, and petu¬ 
nias. The latter require an early 
start, but the first mentioned may 
be had very quickly from seed. 

A few flowering plants placed 
among plants in a vegetable gar¬ 
den will give some cut flowers for 
the house, without injuring pro¬ 
duction. 


We understand that in France 
vegetable gardens were often 
marked off by borders of iris. An¬ 
other idea which we have en¬ 
countered is mixing a few poppy 
seeds with vegetables which are 
seeded early in the year. 

Keep* a small stock of a few 
choice perennials if you have had 
to reduce space in order to plant 
vegetables. At the rate at which 
nurseries are closing, certain or¬ 
namented plants will not be too 
easy to obtain after the duration, 
which we all hope will not be too 
prolonged. 

Concentrate on vegetables main¬ 
ly. Yes, indeed, but we say also 
that the average gardener would 
do well to keep growing just a few 
flowers.

For Greenbelt Cab Co. 

ORDINANCE NO. LXXXVI 
AN ORDINANCE authorizing 
and permitting William Van 
Ness Morris, trading as 
“Greenbelt Cab Company,” 
his heirs and assigns, to estab¬ 
lish, operate, and maintain a 
taxicab service within the 
Town of Greenbelt, Prince 
Georges County, Maryland, 
and prescribing the manner 
and rates for such service, 
and regulating the operation 
thereof. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the 
Council of the Town of Green¬ 
belt, a municipal corporation, 
that permission be, and the same 
is hereby granted exclusively unto 
William Van Ness Morris, trading 
as “Greenbelt Cab Company,” his 
heirs and assigns, to establish, 
operate, and maintain taxicab 
service within the corporate 
limits of the Town of Greenbelt, 
Prince Georges County, Maryland, 
for a period of three months from 
the date of the passage hereof, 
upon the following terms and 
conditions: 

ONE: That he shall within 
ten days from the date passage 
hereof, provide at least one auto¬ 
mobile taxicab to be stationed at 
a cab stand in the Town of Green¬ 
belt. subject to call in the Town 
of Greenbelt for general taxicab 
service. 

TWO: That the Town of 
Greenbelt shall provide parking 
space for taxicabs at or near the 
present bus terminal, and will 
supdIv such other and further 
taxi stands as may become neces¬ 
sary from time to time, all to be 
maintained under its rules and 
regulations, and in accordance 
with ordinances that may be 
enacted from time to time govern¬ 
ing the regulation of such taxi¬ 
cab stands. , 

THREE: That the business 
shall be conducted and known as 
“Greenbelt Cab Company,” 

FOUR: That the rates for 
taxicab service for not exceeding 
three nersons in one cab. shall be: 
First Zone, including old 

town ..... $0.’25 

Second Zone, includes addi¬ 
tion at. north end of town .40 
Greenbelt .to Car Tracks .60 
Greenbelt to Hyattsville ... 1.25 

Greenbelt to Berwvn .80

Greenbelt to Washington, 

D. C...... 2.50 

Greenbelt to College Park 1.00 

Greenbelt to Riverdale . 1.10

Additional stops ....10 

Off route stops .-.-.20 

FIVE: That the said William 
Van Ness Morris shall during the 
term of this franchise, furnish 
prompt, efficient and continuous 
taxi service not less than sixteen 
hours per day in the Town of 
Greenbelt, otherwise all rights 
and privileges hereunder shall be 
deemed forfeited unless the said 
William Van Ness Morris shall 
satisfy the Town of Greenbelt 
that the delay was unavoidable or 
he was so prevented from furnish¬ 
ing such service by process of 
law. 

SIX: That all cabs shall be 
fully covered by liability and pro¬ 
perty damage insurance in some 
reliable company for the protec¬ 
tion of the public, in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of 
the State of Maryland regarding 
cars for hire. 

SEVEN: That the franchise 
hereby granted niay be extended 
at the option of the said William 
Van Ness Morris upon application 
to the Town of Greenbelt for a 
period of two years from the date 
of the termination hereof. 

EIGHT: That the said Wil¬ 
liam Van Ness Morris shall within 
five days from the date of the 
passage of this ordinance, signi¬ 
fy in writing his acceptance of all 
the terms and conditions in this 
ordinance contained, in default 
of which said ordinance shall be¬ 
come null and void and of no 
effect. 

NINE: This franchise may be 
amended from time to time with 
the mutual consent of both 
parties. The Town of Greenbelt, 
however, may revoke this fran¬ 
chise for causes upon serving a 
written notice of charges upon 
the Greenbelt Cab Company at 
least thirty days before such re¬ 
vocation shall become effective. 
The Cab Company may thereupon 
reply in writing to such charges 
and may request the Council of 
the Town of Greenbelt to hold a 
public hearing on such charges. 
Upon the completion of such hear¬ 
ing the revocation will become 
effective upon a resolution 
adopted by a majority of the 
Councilmen.

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GCS Board Meets; 
Studies Salaries 

Two motions aimed at the solu¬ 
tion of the problem of retaining 
capable managers for the local co¬ 
operatives were passed by the 
board of directors of Greenbelt 
Consumer Services at its meeting 
on May 20. The first instructed 
the board's official delegate to the 
E. C. W. convention to attend the 
conference on personal policy to be 
held during the convention and to 
report any suggestions received 
there to the board's Management 
Committee, which was then to 
draw up reccommendations for the 
board’s consideration. The second 
motion asserted the board's gener¬ 
al policy of paying local managers 
salaries comparing favorably with 
those received by others holding 
similar positions in this area. 

On the board’s previous instruc¬ 
tions, Mr. Ricker had made a 
study of the advisability of bas¬ 
ing the salaries of the store mana¬ 
gers partly upon the percentage of 
each store's sales or savings. This 
study included correspondence 
with cooperative and business 
leaders, a conference in Washing¬ 
ton with Murray Lincoln, presi¬ 
dent of the Cooperative Leagues 
of America, and a meeting in Col¬ 
umbus with leaders of the Ohio 
Farm Bureau. Following Mr. 
Ricker's report the sense of the 
meeting seemed to be that paying 
salaries on a Percentage basis 
should in general be avoided by 
the cooperative. Letters support¬ 
ing this view were read from W. 
R. Volckhausen, first president of 
the cooperative, and from Herbert 
E. Evans, Personnel Director of 
Ohio Farm Bureau. Mr. Evans 
was formerly vice president of 
Consumer Distribution Cororation, 
the organization which provided 
the local cooperative its original 
capital. 

It was pointed out that the pur¬ 
pose of a cooperative was to pro¬ 
vide service for its members and 
not to make a profit for anyone; 
and that salaries paid on a per¬ 
centage basis stressed the profit, 
rather than the service motive, in 
the minds of the employees. 

Policies to be Reviewed 

The board decided that its mem¬ 
bers should review its formal poli¬ 
cies concerning employee-board re¬ 
lationships, for discussion and 
possible revision at its next meet¬ 
ing, June 3. 

Town Directory Ad 

On motion of Fred DeJager the 
general manager was authorized 
to spend $100 for a full page ad¬ 
vertisement on the back of the 
Town Directory being prepared by 
the American Legion, providing a 
circulation of 1,000 copies was 
guaranteed. 

New Members 

Eight applications for member¬ 
ship in the cooperative were ap¬ 
proved, and the issuance of 40 
shares of stock was authorized. 

E. C. W. Convention 

Mrs. Linden S. Dodson was cho¬ 
sen the board's official delegate to 
the Eastern Cooperative Whole¬ 
sale convention in New York, to¬ 
morrow and Sunday. Board mem¬ 
bers Paul Barnhart, Fred DeJa¬ 
ger, and Dayton Hall will also at¬ 
tend the meeting, as will General 
Manager and Assistant, General 
Manager Tom Jeffries. 


Health Ass'n Elects 

At a meeting held Monday, May 
24, the Board of Directors of the 
Greenbelt Health Association 
elected the following officers: Hy¬ 
man Black, chairman; Borah 
Deutschman, vice- chairman, 
Emanuel Mohl, secretary. 

A discussion of the new con¬ 
tracts was held but final decision 
was postponed. The board asked 
that persons wishing to call the 
doctors call Greenbelt 2121 or, if 
no answer, 2011.
